Of 
this, 47,750,010,000 yuan were for agriculture, 34,589,000,000 yuan for 
specialized Industries, 10,650,000,000 yuan for the fishing industry, and 
089,000,000 yuan for secondary IndustrleB. 

11 July 1949 Pel-p'ing, (NCKa) -- The Pei-p’lng Communications Bank 
began loaning materials and money to various Industries in June 1949. 
Amounts loaned now tot^ over 67,950,000 yuan in People's Bank notes.

In early June, ah put one third of the T’al-helng district vas 
attacked hy locusts, hut alter l8 days of locust extermiaatloh, with 
hip’*e than 900,000 peraons Participating* l,VOO,0OO mou of young plante 
were Bared , 

In the ea.Btern part of Hopeh, 930,000 mou of cotton, which Is lees 
than the planned acreage one million mou, and ellghtly more than 
900,000 mpti acreB of Peanuts are “being sewed. Planting will he completed 
after the rainy season. 

Of the total of 2 million moU of wheat planted In North China, 
l/hOO jOOO mou in the T'al-shah dletrlct were damaged hy wind storms and 
heavy fr oat in Apr 1^^ and the first half of May, hut hy the end of May 
all' tiie^fiaDaged areas were completely replanted. 

Of the total plnnned cotton acreage of 1,500? 000 mou for the Hopeh 
Shan buiig-Honan district, 1,230,000 mou have already heen planted. 

In Chahar Province, the. spring planting was greatly ^mp&red by the 
death of more than 5? 000 head of cattle from rinderpest, hut with Irriga- 
tion canals and wells nevly constructed or repaired, rice field acreage 
In this province was Increased hy ^00,000 mou. 

In thd T‘al-yuan district, about 1,500,000 mou uf farm land wore 
allowed to lie, fallow because of fre(iuent attache of bandits, hut with 
the help and protect lor of the local * Pe ople 's GoTernment, the farmers 
were able to plant 300,000 mou this spring.

Machinery Factory Is now rushing to fill large orders of tools and farm 
Implements for the Jehol IhduBtrlal Corporation and the Ministry Agri- 
culture of the No^’th China People's Government.
